S.R.O. 2044. —In pursuance of Section 32 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (IX 
of 1890), the Central Government hereby directs that with effect from 15th 
October 1956, the following further amendments shall be made in the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) No. 2146- 
TC, dated the 20th February, 1960, namely:— 

I. For item (a) (11) imder the heading “(1) Terminal Charges” the following 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(ii) Coal, coal shale, coke and patent fuel in wagon-loads—Fourteen 
annas per ton at each end. 

Coal, coal shale, coke and patent fuel in bags, in small lots—Eight pies 
per maund at each end. 

Note. —Charges will be levied on tho same weight on which freight is payable." 

II. For the existing item under the heading ‘(3) Short Distance Charge’, the 
following shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Goods Traffic (excluding coal, coal shalei, coke and patent fuel and live¬ 
stock)—Six pies per maund. 

Coal, coal shale, coke and patent fuel in wagon-loads—Fourteen annas per 
ton. 


Coal, coal shale, coke and patent fuel in bags, in small lots— Six piee per 
maund. 

Rote.—C harges will be levied on the same weight on which freight is payable."
